Bucks Lawyer Clears Air 
On 
Debtor9 Constable Rights 


Weather Or Not? 


People have got to learn that a 
sum m ons from a justice of the 
peace or a constable is a legal 
notice, the Bucks County Attor­ 
ney told the Courier-Tim es y es­ 
terday. 
The statem ent w as part of an 
attem pt by the Bucks County At­ 
torney, 
Courier-Tim es law 
col­ 
umnist, to clear the air of som e 
of the confusion created by re­ 
cent clash between a debtor and 
constable. 
“ It doesn’t m ake any difference 
w hether the debtor believes his 
bill is just or not. The notice is 
legal and if the bill is not just, 
there are certain procedures the 
debtor m ay take to defend him ­ 
self.” the attorney said. 


Asking For Trouble 
“ When a m an gets a sum m ons 
to pay the bill and throws the bill 
away because he doesn't feel he ■ 
ow es it, h e’s asking for trouble,” 
the 
attorney 
pointed 
out. 
“ What 
he 
can 
do 
about 
a 
sum m ons is this: 
“ His first defense against 
an 
allegedly unjust bill is to file an 
affidavit of defense with the jus­ 
tice of the peace who has sent 
the sum m ons to him. 
“ If he fails to enter the affi­ 
davit of defense or to appear at 
the hearing set by the justice of 
the peace, the JP m ay then en­ 
ter a judgm ent for the unpaid 
bill, plus costs aginst him .” 
“ Now the debtor has 20 days 
to appeal or pay the judgem ent. 
An appeal would have to be di­ 
rected to the county courts and 
this is expensive. 
“ If the appeal is not m ade, the 
J I’ m ay then issue a writ of ex e­ 
cution to a constable 
This will 
direct the constable to levy on the 
personal property of the debtor 
for satisfaction of the unpaid bill, 
plus costs. 


Must P ost Handbills 
“The 
constable 
must 
post 
handbills in public places at least 
five days before the public con­ 
stable’s sale. To make the levy, 
the 
constable 
must 
go to 
the 
house or business place of the 
debtor and m ake a list of the 
property he intends to place in 
the public sale. 
“ At the public sal*', the prop­ 
erty is sold to the highest bidder, 
whether that bid i- five cents, 
five dollars or $300. 


“ The debtor has two defenses 
against this sale. He can declare 
a personal exem ption up to $300. 
He must do this in writing. The 
constable involved will then bring
